15, ny proper? —_ at this eve, 
ro exhort you to Charity; proper both 'to' the 
nature of. chis holy Feaſt, and to the original 
Ioſticution'of this Solemaity ; ; and it may rea- 
ſonably, be hoped', that the Annual Returns 
of it, . wherein all. the Arguments to: Charity 
are ſo earneſtly preſſed on you, ſhould keep 
this Divine. Fire always burging and, glowing 
in your. Breaſts; , You have.:1o. often . heard 
all the, Arguments,,co Charity, , that ,it is im» 
poſſible. Op [ſhould forger them ;; ang there is 
one.chat is. worth. all che uh, which no Chyfti- 
an .can forger, .who remembers. thar. there. is a 
Heaven. and. a Hell, and which 'no Chriſtian 
can: refit, without ek ng.: his! port, and Ez 
ternal. Life .and,; Death; 2nd. th at..1s, That 
Heaven is he PL of: Charity ; that 
Hell is_ the Puniſhment. of  Uncharicableneſs; 


mo is. ſo plaialy; and expreſly. taughe,; 
and 
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and fo frequently repeated by our Saviour, thar 
It is as certain and unavoidable, as that there 
isa Heaven and a Hell; and if Heaven be nor 
a ſufficient Encouragement 'to Charity, nor 
Hell ſufhicient ro deter us from Uncharicableneſs, 
it is to no purpoſe to uſe any other Arguments, 
which can never perſuade, if theſe can't; or if they 
could, would neither carry us to Heaven, nor 
keep us out of Hell; for to be charitable only 
for temporal reaſons, is to give our goods to feed 
the ,Wichout a true Divine Charity ; which 
St. Paul tells us, will profic nothing, 1 (or. 13. 
For luch a Charity as does not raiſe us above this 
world, can neither carry us to Heaven, nor kee 

us out of Hell, And therefore inſtead of draw- 
ing together all the Arguments for Charity 
which you have ſo often heard, and ſhewing 
them in a new dreſs, my deſign at preſent is to 
recommend to you a very excellent, but a very 
negle&ted part of Charity, which our Saviour 
prefles on us in my Text, viz. The Charity of 
Lending , Do good, and lend, hoping for nothing 


agam. 


In ſpeaking to which Words, I ſhall 1. Shew 
you what this Duty is. 2. What an excellent 


B Charity 
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Charity itis to lend, And how this may be im- 
proved tothe moſt excellent purpoſes. 


z. What this Duty is, or what our Saviour 
means by lending, hoping for nothing again. And 
it can ſignifie but two things ; and I ſee no rea- 
ſon to think, but that our Saviour might mean 
both. 1. To Lend, without hoping for any 
encreaſe ; or to lend freely, without Uſury. 
2. Tolend, where the very Principal may be in 
danger, when we have little reaſon.to hope thar 
we ſhall ever fee our own again. 


I. To lend freely, without Uſury ; for our 
Saviour commands this, as an Act of Charity, 
Do good, andlend: And tho to lend, even upon 
Uſury, may in many caſes prove a great kind- 
neſs to the Borrower, yet Charity is not the 
motive of the Lender, it is not Charity, buc 
Traffick and Merchandize of Money : And tho 
the Jews were exprelly forbid to lend their Bre- 
thren upon Uſury, yer our Saviour intimates 
there was ſomething like this, and equivalent to 
it, which ſpoiled the Charity of lending, even 
without Uſury ; that they would not lend to the 
poor; who though they ſhould. repay them 

- what 
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what they borrowed, yet were never likely ro 
be in a condition to lend to them again; bur 
they would lend to the Rich, from whom they 
expected the like returns of Kindneſs; as vou 
may ſee in the Verſes before my Text; 313, 34. 
And if ye do good to them that do good to you, what 
thank have ye? for ſinners alſo do even the fame. 
And if ye lend to them, of whom ye hope to receive, 
( not only your own, bur the like Kkindaels 
of lending to you when your occaſions re- 
uire it ), What thank have ye ? for ſinners al- 
ſo lend to ſinners , to" receive as much agam; 2 
iz, equal returns of kindneſs ; which if it be 
not Ulury of Money, is Uſury of Kindneſles, 
but is not Charity ; like inviting our Rich 
Friends and Neighbours to a Fealt, who can in- 
vite us again ; which tho it be no fault, is no 
Charity; for that conſiſts in entertaining the 
poor, who can make us no return, 14. Luke 12, 
13,14. And thus our Saviour exhorts us here, 
but do you do good, and lend, hoping for nothing again ; 
neither for Ulſury, nor for ſuch returns and ex- 
changes of kindneſs. £24 | 
it was for the ſake of this Duty, that Uſu- 
ry. was ſo. ſtrictly forbidden by the Jewiſh 
Law, that men might the more freely -lend 
B 2  _ their 
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their Money to thoſe who wanted, when 
chey had no preſent uſe for jt themſelves; and 
had no way to encreaſe it; and as far as the . 
Reaſo: and Charity of this Law extends, fo far 
ic till obliges, and ſo far Ulury is fill forbid to 
Chriſtians. 

This is not well conſidered by thoſe who 
ſo univerſally condemn all Uſury ; and be- 
cauſe the right underſtanding of this will be 
of great uſe to ſettle ſome mens minds, and 
to explain and enforce this duty of lending, 
which I now recommend to you , it cannot 
be thoughta digreſſion from my preſent Deſign, 


to give you the true, but ſhort ſtate of this mat- 


It is confefled on all hands, That Uſury is 
forbid by the Law of Moſes ; but the great mi- 
ſtake is concerning the Nature of Ulury, or what 
that is which the Law forbids and condemns by 
the name of Ulſury. 

Some think that all Increaſe of Money , 
when men lend a Sum of Money to receive 
the Principal again with Intereft, is the Uſu- 
ry which the Law forbids; and therefore 
r A this is abſolutely unlawful in all caſes, and 


'in all degrees; though we all know, Thar 


Trade, 
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Trade , to which we owe all the Riches 
| and Greatneſs of our Nation, and ſo many 
excellent Charities too, cannot be maintain- 
ed without it: That ſome men, who now 
live comforrably in the world, maintain 
their Families with Credit and Reputation, 
and domany at of Charity themſelves, could 
not Trade art all ; - others could not drive 
ſuch flouriſhing and ſpreading Trades without 
borrowed Money , nor borrow without Inte- 
reſt : That many Widows and Orphans are 
maintained by Intereſt, who muſt in a few 
years be Beggars, hadthey no other way to live, 
or to ſpend the Principal. This is ſo contra- 
xy to the ſenſe and reafon of mankind, and to 
all the rules of Jufticeand Charity, and ſo im- 
practicable in the preſent ſtate of the world, 
chat while it is pollible to pur any other ſenſe 
upon the Law, I wonld never think of this. 
And the comfort is, that the Law  expounds it 
ſelf otherwiſe, and gives no colour for ſuch an 
Interpretation as this, That all Increaſe of Mo- 
ney is forbid by it. 


For 1. The Law it felf allowed the Jews 
to take Uſury of Strangers of other Coun- - 
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tries, though not of- their Brethren; or natu- 
ral Jews, 23. Deut. 20. Unto a ſtranger thou 
mayeſt lend upon uſury , but anto thy brother thou 
ſhalt not lend upon uſury. And therefore God 
did 'not abſolutely forbid the Jews to en- 
creaſe their Money, for they might lend to 
ſtrangers upon Ulury ; which proves, that 
this was not an univerlal Law to them, much 
leſs is it ſo to all mankind. And that proves 
that there is no moral and intrinſick evil in 


' Uſury ;; for if 'all Uſury had in its own na- 


ture been unlawful , God could not have :al- 
lowed the Jews to take Uſury of ſtrangers ; 
for he cannot allow the leaſt moral evil. The 
truth- is, I never could. yet ſee the leaſt ſha- 
dow of an Argument to prove, that Uſury 
is evil in its nature, unleſs that Money can't 
beger Money, be thought an Argument ; but 
that is as good an Argument againſt buying . 
Corn or Wine, or any thing elſe with Mo- 
ney ; for it is unnatural for Money to beget 
Corn or \ Wine : But if the barren - nature of 
Moxaey, that i: cannot naturally propagate it 
ſelf, be a reaſon againſt Uſary of Money, 
this is: no reaſon againſt Utury of Corn , 
wich 15 equally forbid: tor it ;is natural for 
Corn 
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Corn to propagate its kind , and multiply it 
ſelf; and yer the Ulury of all Viftuals is as 
much forb:d.,, as the Uſury. of Money, 
23. Deut. 1g. Now it Uſury be not morally 
evil, it can be unlawful to none, but thoſe 
to whom God has forbid it; and there being 
no prohibition of it in the New Teſtament, 
which is the Law of the Chriſtian Church, ir 
cannot be unlawful to Chriſtians, whatever it 
was to the Jews. | 

2. And yet the Jews themſelves were not 
exprel]y forbid, however they might under- 
ſtand it, to lend their Money upon Uſury, 
to All their own Brethren , but only to the 
Poor : So that had any Rich Jew come to 
borrow Money .of them, for any thing thar 
appears. by the Law , they might have lent 
Money to- him upon Uſury. This Obſerya- 
tion will clear this whole matter; and theres 
fore I ſhall turm you to all the Texts of 
the Law, which -forbid Uſury, and the 
reading -of them will convince you , Thar 
Uſury was forbid only in favour of the 
Poor. 


' The firſt Text is, 22. Exod. 25. If thou 


lend money to any of my. people that is poor by 
| thee, 
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thee, thou ſhalt not be to him as an Uſurer, ' nei- 
ther ſhalt thou lay upon him Wſury : Where no 
Uſury is forbid, but only lending to the 
poor upon Uſury : Thus 25. Lev. 35, 36, 37- 
And if thy brother be -waxen poor, and fallen to 
decay with thee, then thou fhalt relieve him. ---Take 
thou no uſury of him, nor increaſe, bat fear God, 
that thy brother may live well with thee : Thou 


ſhalt not give him thy money upon fury, nor lend 


him thy viftuals for increaſe. It is true , in the 
Repetition of this Law, 23. Dent. 19, 20. it 
is only ſaid, Thou ſhalt not lend upon uſury to 
thy brother , uſury of money , uſury” of Vifduals, 
uſury of any thing that is lent upon uſury. Unto 
a ſtranger thou mayeſt lend upon uſury , but unts 
thy brother thou ſhalt not lend upon uſury, that the 
Lord thy God may bleſs thee in all that thou ſet- 
teſt thine hand unto, im the land whither thou geſt 
to poſſeſs. This ſeems to forbid lending up- 
on Uſury to any Jew, whether Rich or Poor; 
bur this being only a repetition of thoſe 
Laws in Exodus and Leviticus, in all reafon 
muſt be expounded by them; and though 
the poor are _not expreſſed , the Circumftan- 
ces of the place prove, that they only are 
meant; for though Rich men may ſomerimes 

: have 
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have-occaſion to borrow Money, yet none but 
the Poor, who have no Money to buy can ever 
: have occaſion-to borrow Vituals upon Ulary ; 
andthe difference the Law. makes between a 
Brother and a Stranger ſhews, that it is in- 
tended as an At of Charity, which they owe 
to their Brethren, (though not co Strangers. 
For which Reaſon alſo they were forbid to 
make .any of their Brethren Bondmen, though 
they might buy the Children of the'Heathen 
and Strangers for Bond-men and Bond-maids, 
25 /Lewit. 39. &«c. and the Bleſſing God 
promiſes ſhews, that it is the Reward of Cha- 
rity. 

' .uIn other +places, where Ulury js mentioned, 
ſome Circumſtance or other determines it to 
the Poor. This was the caſe, when Nehemieh 
reproved the:Nobles and the Rulers for exact- 
ing Uſury, 5s Nebem. When the Prophet Iſaiah 
threatens great Deſolations againſt the Land, 
| he:thus deſcribes it, And it ſhall be as with the 
People, fo-with:the Prieft---- es with the Lender, 
fo:with. the:Borrower,” as with.the taker of Vſury, 
fo with the giver of Vſury to-bim, 24 Ilai. 2. 
That :is, the:Lender and. the Utfurer ſhall be 
reduced:to the ſame Diſtreſs and — | "

thoſe ſuffer, who borrow upon Ulſury ; -which 

ſhews, that none but. poor men uſed to bor. 
row upon Utſury .in thoſe days. -. Thus when 
the Prophet Feremiah complains, Woe is me my 


Mother, that thou haſt born me a man of ſtrife, 


and a man of contention to the. whole earth, I 
bawe neither, lent. on VWſury, ,nor men_ bave' lent 
ta me on Vſury, yet every one of them doth curſe 
me, 15 Jer. 10. it. plainly intimates, that U.- 
ſury. is ſuch an Oppreflion of the Poor, as both 
deſerves and'very often procures Curlſes.'', And 
therefore the Prophet Ezekzet joyns Uſury with 
the Oppreſſion, of the Poor, and other a&ts of 
Violence, 18 Exck, 7,8, 10,15, 16, 17. . He 
who bath -oppreſſed the 'poor. and needy,» hath 


ſpoiled by wiolence, bath nat reſtored the pledge , 


bath given forth upon 'Vſury, and bath taken 


' Increaſe, be ſhall die. But he that hath neither 


oppreſſed the poor, nor | bath -vith-boldei' the 
pledge, - neither hath ſpoiled by wialence, but bath 


given his bread to the hungry, and cloathed the 


naked with a garment, that bath taken off bis 
hand from the poor, that. hath not- received Vſu- 
ry nor Increaſe, be ſhall live. Which makes it 
very plain, what 1s meant by Uſury, when to 
take Uſury is joyned with Violence and Op- 

| preſſion 
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preſſion of the Poor; and to lend without 
Uſury is rekoned among Atts.L of great Charity 
and Goodneſs. 

There is but one place more, as I remember, 
chat mentions Ulury, 15 Pſalm 5. and there 
_ putting forth Money to Ulury is joyned with 
caking a Reward againſt the Innocent, which 
ſhews, that it was an At of Violence and Op- 
preſſion. For indeed among the Jews, who 
were no Merchants, nor maintained any Fo- 
reign Trade with other Nations, no men” had 
occaſion to borrow Money, much leſs Vicuals, 
but to ſupply their preſent wants, and to take 
advantage of the Neceſlities of the Poor, to 
increaſe their own Fortunes by increaſing their 
Poverty, was againſt all the Laws of Good- 
neſs and Charity ;- and therefore this Ulury , 
which was the only Ulury kriown in thole days, 
istrifly forbid, as: all 'other; afts of Oppret- 
fton are. : All-other kinds'of Utlury. are intro- 
duced: by Trade. and:Gpmmerce, and though 
if is' againſt. Charicy «to; lend. upon 1 Ulſary 1140 
men, who bortow ta ſupply-their waits, -yet 
it men borrow to increaſe their Trade - and 
Fortunes,. there: is Juſtice 'and Equity in it;, 
-that the Lender ſhall niake ſome! Increaſe of his

- It is certain the ancient Fathers, who were 
profeſſed Enemies to Ulury, oppoſed it under 
this Notion; - for their great Arguments againll | 
Ulury, are levelled: againſt Uncharitableneſs 
and Oppreſlion of the Poor, as appears from 
Gregor, Nyſſen, St. Ambroſe, St. Baſil,and others ; 
and yet it 1s no. wonder, ſhould we meet with 
ſome Paſlages in them againſt Uſury conſidered, 
as Trading and Merchandiſe of Money : For 
it is well known, that they were not much 
greater Friends, to Trade and Merchandiſe, 
than they were to Uſury, which they thought 
unbecoming a Chriſtian, as miniſtring only to 
Covetouſneſs and Luxury... And yetT ſuppoſe; 
the greateſt Enemies at this day to Lſury, will 
not' carry the Quarrel ſo far, as' to condemn 
Merchandiſe. And: yet under this Notion of 
Covetouſneſs and ſordid Gain (which is equal- 
ly applicable to all Trade,) Utury.is forbid the 
Clergy by the Seventeenth Cannon-of the Firſt 
Council of Nice 3 but no Cauncil e&yer forbad 
it to the Layety, or threatned Church Cenſures 
againſt them for it, which they would certain- 
ly have done, ' had they thought jr evil-in its 
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+ This' may fatisfie us in — Sence Uſury. is 
fogbjd.” both by the Law of Moſes and the an» 
_ cient Writers of the Chriſtian Church, viz. as 
contrary-to-Charity ; when we lend upon Uſu- 
xy, where Charity requires us to lend freely : 
When we take Increale of the Poor, who: bor- 
row to ſupply their Wants, and fjnk. them Riill 
more irrecoyerably into Poverty = fuch Exa- 
ions : "This always was, and always will be 
hateful to God, and to all Good Men, and. yet 
ſuch deteftable Ulurers there are among us, who 
_ grow,” rich upon” the Ryuins- and Spoils of. the 

Poor, and drink the Tears of Widows and Or. 
phans ;- but. when to-lend without Ulury. is no 
Charity, .and_ to take Ulſury is no, Oppreſlion. , 
there Uſury it ſelf is no Crime. | 

And hence we learn ( which is the great 
thing I aimed at) that Ulſury was forbid. only 
for the fake of lending, which proves, that to 
lend freely tothe Poor, isa great. and. necelſia+ 
ry AQ of Charity ; Though a Man never took 
a 'Penny for Uſury in his. Life, : yet if he nets 
ther gives, nor lends to the Poor, he is guilty, 
of all that Uncharicablenels, for which Ulſury 
is condemned ; nay in moſt Caſes,- eyen theſe 


worſt ſort of. Ulſurers are: the more charitable, 
Men, 
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Men : For A Gs le —Lad Gq it 
is greater Charity to Rnd even to the Poor 
for Ulury, than net to 'lend at all. # 
For pt Reaſorthe Emperour Leo was forced 
by a new Conſtreution to permit'Uſury, which 
ts Father out of a pious Zeal, bad wholly for- 


bid, becauſe he found; that when nh Hl 


bid to-take any Tory, they weuld not lend at 
all, which was a-greater Hardſhip to the Poor, 

than Tury-ic felf.
